REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 8-10 
and 12-30 are allowable because none of the prior art discloses any of: 

a. A flashlight with its battery pack in a battery housing located on a 
recharger for rechargeable batteries, at least the battery pack including a base 
for the battery housing, the base being connected with a rechargeable battery 
such that when the rechargeable batteries are located in position in the battery 
housing the battery housing is closed, the base of the battery housing includes 
contacts which extend from a position on the battery pack inside the battery 
housing to a position on a base of the battery pack extending outside the battery 
pack, there are contacts on the recharger which electronically engage the 
contacts on the outside of the battery pack; 

b. A carrier being for receiving a rechargeable battery pack and being 
elongated to receive an elongated structure of the battery pack, wherein the 
carrier includes first and second ends, the first end for normal operative location 
in a flashlight with the first end of the carrier in adjacency to the area of a 
flashlight relatively closely adjacent a bulb for the flashlight and the second end 
being for location at an end distal to the bulb location, wherein in a first operative 
sense when the carrier and rechargeable battery pack are charging in a 
recharger, the first end is directed in to direct contact with the recharger, and in a 
second operative sense, when the carrier is being recharged when located with 
the flashlight, the second end is directed in to direct contact with the recharger.
